The map for the rfew tract wan 

presented by the Wagner Con 
etruction Co., of Beverly Hills 
supported by Percy A Vaughn 
local Realtors who will handle 
the sales of the homes exclus- 
ively.

Two dissenting votes were 
cast by H. B. Bolas and R. S 
Whitcomb. Solas objected to the 
lark of service streets in the 
tract, and Whitcomb objected to 
circular streets.

Bolus made a motion to reject 
the plans and also asked an ad­ 
journment.

Howard Perry turned the tide 
by presenting to the commis­ 
sion with a tract map that they 
previously had approved, also or 
Torrance boulevard which 4 is 
Identical with the layout of the 
Wagner tract.

A compromise was made to 
Include service streets, and the 
tract map was approved.

Wagner »aid construction of 
the new homes will start within 
60 days.

380 Homes

The houses will be 
inside the city limits of Jx>s An­ 
geles, although on the west side 
of Western avenue, north of 
Lomita boulevard.

Howard B. J«awson. project 
manager for Lakewood Proper­ 
ties, Inc., builders, said the first 
homes will be ready for occu­ 
pancy late in July.

Balance $226,751

Torrance Unified School Dis­ 
trict had an unemcumbered baJ- 
ance of $226,751.52 as of March 
31, 1950, in its 1949-50 budget, 
according to figures released by 
the Roard last week. This in­ 
cludes $25,000 iindiBtrihuted re­ 
serve and $78,698.00 general re­ 
serve funds.

Th1> budget allowance grand 
total was $1,162,706 for the 
year, and the totaJ expenditures 
and encumbrances for the year 
as of March 31 were $935.954.48.

Administration expenditures 
and eneumhrances amounted to 
$46,502.76, or 78.82 per cent of 
the total btidget. of $58.995.00. Of 
this amount. $19,075wa.s budget­ 
ed for certificated salaries (su­ 
perintendent and assistant super­ 
intendent }, and $24,300 for non- 
certificated salaries. There is an 
unencumbered balance of $4,- 
108.06 In non-certificated salar­ 
ies.

Resignations of 19 school 
and administrators of 

the Tormnee I'nlfed School 
District were "accepted" by 
the Roard of Education Tues­ 
day night after Superintendent 
of Schools .1. H. Hull admitted 
that some of them were told 
that If they did not reaign 
they would not be recommend­ 
ed for ree-mployment next 
year.

Among the resignations were 
those of Miss Harriet H. Hardy, 
vice principal and dean of girls 
at Torrance High School, which 
touched off a tempest among 
parents and students. The job 
is being abolished, it was said, 
and the duties of girls advisor 
will be handled in the future by 
a male teacher or vice princi­ 
pal and four regular women 
teachers.

Another resignation was that 
of William H. Clinkenbeard, of 
Torranre Elementary School.

Roard Member Carl Steele 
asked Hull, in the presence of a 
booing audience of 50 patrons of 
the school district, if these were 
trfie resignations or if the teach­ 
ers were forced to resign. Hull 
said, "of course they were writ­ 
ten resignations." When ques­ 
tioned by Steele as to whether 
they had been requested to hand 
in their resignations, Hull re­ 
plied, "certainly not, although a 
few were not going to he re- 
hired and were f:r rn 
portumty to resign."

Since 15 of the 19 resigning 
were women, the rumor that Tor­ 
rance will have all men teachers 
in the not too distant future 
gained some weight.

Dr. Hull wa« forced by ques­ 
tions from Steele and Judge 
Shidler to reveal the terms of 
his contract to prove that it was 
not being extended for another 
four years by the action.

Hull originally was hired for 
four years (contract term set 
by law) on April i, 1947. The 
contract was renewed when the 
unified school district was form­ 
ed on February 3, 1948, and a 
raise to $10.800 was granted for 
this year, in May 1949.

Hull's contract expires July 1, 
1952, under present terms.

Claims that the superintendent 
is trying to perpetuate himself 
in office by reopening the con­ 
tract were denied, and Steele 
said that he would not tolerate 
any extension of the contract be­ 
yond its present termination 
date.

Judge Shidler asked that Hull's 
and Ingrum's salaries be not 
raised, and both he and Steele 
resisted an effort to have all ad­ 
ministrators salaries fixed for 
the year on one motion.
